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thee. Pardon our iniquities for the sake of 
thy dear Son; and grants that at tHe close 
of this year, we may experience " a death unto 
sin, and a new birth unto righteousness/' May 
we spend tHe remaining part of our sojourning 
here, in thy faith and fear. 

We thaak thee, O Lord, for all the comforts 
and blessings which thou hast caused to descend 
upon us, through the past year. We have not 
suffered as many around us have, either in our 
bodies, our reputation, or our circumstances. 
If thou hast chastened us, innumerable mercies 
have been mingled with our afflictions^ which 
call for unfeigned thankfulness. Surely good- 
ness and mercy have followed us all our days. 

As the year closes upon us, may we feel the 
uncertainty of life, and of all earthly enjoy- 
ments. Enable us so to redeem our time, and 
to improve our talents, that we may be pre- 
pared for every event that may befal us. If 
we live to see the beginning and close of the 
coming year, may we live to the Lord ; and if 
we die, may we die to the Lord ; so that living 
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or dying we may be the Lord's. O grant us 
grace to consecrate ourselves entirely to thy 
service, and whatever painfdl trials we may he 
called to sustain, do thou support us under 
them, and, at length deliver us fix>m them, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.

We thank thee that 
our health, our comforts, and our friends are 
continued to us ; and that we are in possession 
of all the spiritual blessings we now enjoy. 
We pray thee still to continue them, and grant 
that our lives may testify our gratitude, by 
being devoted to thy service. If thou shalt 
spare us to the conclusion of the year, do thou 
support us in its trials, that we sin not against 
thee ; and preserve us in its enjoyments, that 
we may not forget thee.

Amen. 

" O most mighty God, and merciful Father, 
who hast compassion upon all men, and hatest 
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nothing that thou hast made ; who wouldest 
not the death of a sinner, but rather that he 
should turn from his sin, and be saved ; mer- 
cifully forgive us our trespasses ; receive and 
comfort us, who are grieved and wearied with 
the burden of our sins. Thy property is 
always to have mercy ; to thee only it apper- 
taineth to forgive sins. Spare us therefore, 
good Lord, spare thy people, whom thou hast 
redeemed; enter not into judgment with thy 
servants, who are vile earth, and miserable 
sinners ; but so turn thine anger from us, who 
meekly acknowledge our vileness, and truly 
repent us of our faults ; and so make haste to 
help us in this world, that we may ever live 
with thee in the world to come ; through Jesus 
Christ our Lord." Amen. 
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O Lord God, who of thy tender mercy didst 
give thine only Son Jesus Christ for our re- 
demption, look down in mercy upon us, 
through the atoning sacrifice of his blood. 
Grant that we may be deeply humbled under 
a sense of our sins, which caused the Saviour 
all his sorrows and sufferings. May we look 
unto him whom our sins have pierced, and find 
salvation. 

" O Lord God, Lamb of God, Son of the 
Father, that takest away the sins of the world, 
have mercy upon us. Thou that takest away 
the sins of the world, receive our prayer. By 
thy agony and bloody sweat ; by thy cross and 
passion ; by thy precious death and burial ; by 
thy glorious resurrection and ascension; and 
by the coming of the Holy Ghost, good Lord 
deliver us. O Lord ; let thy mercy be showed 
upon us, as we do put our trust in thee.'' 
Wash us we pray thee in the blood of Christ, 
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and make us holy in heart and life. While we 
reflect upon thy great love in dying for us, may 
our hearts be suitably affected with love to 
thee. Seeing that we are not our own, but are 
bought with a price, may we glorify thee in 
our souls and bodies which are thine. May we 
ever live to thee who hast died for us, and 
risen again. O Lord, do thou deliver us from 
this present evil world, and enable us to take 
up our cross and to follow thee. May we 
never crucify thee afresh, but do thou enable 
each of us to say: " I am crucified with Christ, 
nevertheless I live, yet not I, but Christ liveth 
in me ; and the life I now live in the flesh, I 
live by the faith of the Son of God, who hath 
loved me, and given himself for me," Do 
thou, of thy mercy, guide us through life, and 
at length bring us to join the countless multi- 
tude around thy throne in singing : " Unto 
him that loved us and washed us from our 
sins in his own blood, and hath made us kings 
and priests unto God, be glory and dominion 
for ever and ever." Grant these petitions for 
Jesus Christ's sake. Amen.

May 
all who are dead in trespasses and sins, be 
quickened and live. 
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Hear these our prayers, we humbly beseech 
iiee, and enable us to bring forth the fruits of 
he Spirit for Christ's sake; to whom with 
ihee and the Holy Ghost, be ascribed present 
ind eternal praise. Amen
